Paje TOT 
Caucus Could 
Affect All 
legislation

WASHINGTON (AP) - A de- 


cision that could vitally affect 
the course of legislation in the 
90th Congress will be made next 
Monday when House Democrats 
hold their presession caucus. 


They will decide whether to 


try to retain the 21-day rule or 
discard it. 


The rule puts a limit of 21 


days on the time the Rules 
Committee may block House 
action on legislation approved 
by other committees. It was 
adopted originally at the insist- 
ence of Speaker Sam Rayburn 
to protect President John F. 
Kennedy's legislative program 
from strangulation by the Rules 
Committee then dominated by 
conservatives. It has been re- 
tained at the insistence of the 
Democratic leadership. 


But last year'selection results 


made the rule less appealing to 
its original sponsors. Among 
other things, the elections va- 
cated the seats of Rules Chair- 
man Howard W. Smith, a con- 
servative 
Virginia 
Democrat, 


and James W. Trimble, an Ar- 
kansas moderate. 


Democrats held 10 seats on 


the Rules Committee last year 
and Republicans 5. The ideologi- 
cal division was 8 to 7 in favor 
of the liberals, although there 
were times when the reverse 
was true, and the 21-day rule 
was used on several occasions. 


The lineup in the new Con- 


gress will be 10 Democrats and 
5 Republicans. Democrats plan 
to fill their two vacancies with 
liberals. 
Theoretically 
that 


would give the Democratic lead- 
ership a 9-6 voting edge on most 
legislation, or at worst 8 to 7. 
The new chairman, Rep. Wil- 
liam M. Colmer, D-Miss., has 
voted in the past with the 5 Re- 
publicans and probably will con- 
tinue to do so. 


With that strong grip on the 


committee, the leadership sees 
no point in retaining the 21-day 
rule. It could be used to force 
House votes on legislation the 
leaders want bottled up by the

erical control of some commit* 
tees this year and might kick 
over the traces and approve 
bills the administration doesn't 
want. In that event, an unfet- 
tered 
Rules Committee could . 


serve as a graveyard. 


Rep. 
Richard M. Boiling, D» 


Mo., one of the original champi- 
ons of the 21-day rule and a 
leading spokesman for the liber- 
als, sees no reason to retain the 
rule. 


"We don't need it and we 


don't want it if we get a strong 
grip on the Rules Committee," 
Boiling said. 


Speaker John W. McCormack 


and Democratic Leader Carl 
Albert reportedly agree with 
Boiling, 
although they have 


made no formal statements to 
that effect. Next Monday's cau- 
cus probably will bow to the 
wishes of McCormack and Al- 
bert. 


Whether the rule is retained 


or junked is up to the House it- 
self. It will make the final deci- 
sion when the new rules are 
adopted at next Tuesday's open- 
ing session. 


Conservatives 
who opposed 


the rule in the past now see 
some merit in it if it is changed. 
They would like to remove the 
speaker's arbitrary authority to 
call up or hold back legislation 
sidetracked by the Rules Com- 
mittee for 21 days. The speaker 
now has sole power to decide 
when the rule shall be used.

Arkansas County Judges Asso- 
ciation's legislative committee 
proposed 
Wednesday that the 


state Constitution be amended 
to allow 18-year-olds to vote.

sociation to give the proposal 
top priority in its legislative 
program this year. The present 
age limit is 21. 


The committee also adopted 


a resolution asking that motor 
vehicle licenses be issued on 
birth months instead of in Janu- 
ary for passenger cars and in 
July for trucks. In another reso- 
lution, the committee proposed 
that drivers' licenses be good 
for two years rather than one. 


The resolutions will be pre- 


sented to the association at its 
meeting Jan. 23-24 at Little 
Rock.

Baby Bonus 
in Canada Is 
$608 Million 


OTTAWA (AP) - 
Canadians 


will pocket about $608 million in 
tax-free 
government payments 


this fiscal year, just for having 
families. 


The payments are made un- 


der Canada's family allowance 
and youth allowance programs. 
Many people lump them as the 
"baby bonus." 
Some Ameri- 


cans have suggested a similar 
U.S. plan as part of antipoverty 
planning. 


The payoff to parents is a sub- 


stantial slice of Canadian gov- 
ernment costs. For comparison: 
Total expenditures by the De- 
partment of National Defense 
for the same year ending next 
March 31 are estimated at $1.57 
billion. 


Aimed at equalizing oppor- 


tunities for children, the family 
allowance law went into effect 
in 1945, when Canada's popula- 
tion was about 12 million. The 
postwar baby crop and;immi- 
gration have pushed the popula- 
tion to 20 million, making the 
allowance 
one 
of 
the main 


planks in Canada's social wel- 
fare structure. 


At the start, the program pro- 


vided payments of $5 a month 
for each child from birth to age 
5, $6 up to the 10th birthday, $7 
to the 13th and $8 to the 16th. 


This was changed in 1957 to $6 


a month from birth to the 10th 
birthday and $8 from there to 
the 16th. 


A sliding scale that reduced 


payments for fifth and succes- 
sive children in any one family, 
written into the original law, 
was removed in 1949. 


A government official said the 


thinking behind this scale was 
that a larger family could cut 
the clothing bill by using hand- 
me-downs. This didn't hold true 
in practice, he said, "and you 
don't hand down food, either." 


So present regulations contain 


no riders about the size of any 
individual family. 


The youth allowance program 


was enacted in 1964. It provides 
$10 a month for any boy or girl 
16 or 17 who still attends school. 


Family and youth allowance 


payments are not counted as 
income for tax purposes. The 
family breadwinner is given a 
deduction of $350 a year for 
each dependent child under 16.

The 
650-mile-an-hour Mace 


missile apparently dropped intj| 
"the "Caribbean" about 100 miles 
south of the southwest coast of 
Cuba, Air Force calculators re-* 
ported. 


The missile, modified into a 


target 
drone, 
was routinely 


launched from Eglin Air Force 
Base, Fla., Wednesday morning 
and headed over the Gulf of 
Mexico for a test chase by F4 
Phantom jets. 


But it made a wrong turn and 


took off at 25,000 feet altitude 
toward Cuba. 


An F4 — which can fly 1,600 


miles an hour — caught up with 
the Mace about 100 miles at sea. 


Officials at Eglin AFB tried to 


trigger the missile's own explo- 
sive destruction mechanism. 


The F4 pilot hit the missile 


with cannon fire. 


He fired two air-to-air mis- 


siles of a type now under devel- 
opment. 


Nothing stopped the Mace. 
The 
F4 pilot gave up and 


came home. 


The Pentagon calculated the 


expected impact time and an- 
nounced the incident at precise- 
ly that minute — evidently to 
prevent Communist Cuba from 
saying anything first. 


The government also asked 


the Swiss Embassy in Havana 
to tell ^uba what happened. 


So far, Cuba has not com- 


mented publicly.

— Mary Garden, one of the first 
opera stars to act as well as 
sing, has died at 92 after five 
years In a hospital In her native 
city of Aberdeen, She was one of 
the last survivors of the legen- 
dary "Golden Age" of opera. 


Although there were 
some 


dissenting opinions about the 
quality of her singing, Miss 
Garden's strong soprano voice, 
her beauty and dramatic ability 
and her outspoken charm made 
her an Idol of operagoers in the 
United States and Europe from 
1900 
until her retirement In 1931. 


She became a friend of kings, 


presidents and the wealthy, and 
wrote a book about her operatic 
successes and lovers. But she 
put her career ahead of ro- 
mance and never married. 


When she died Tuesday, en- 


feebled and alone, there was a 
Christmas card from an uniden- 
tified American admirer above 


her bed. 


Born Feb. 20, 1874, Miss 


Garden was brought to the Unit- 
ed States by her parents when 
she was 6» She studied th* violin 
and piano then went to Paris at 
22 as a voice student. 


She was in the audience at the 


Opera Comique four years later 
- on Friday, April 13, 1900 - 
when the star became 111 In the

mulgation of our final recom- 
mendations.

SAIGON, Vietnam—(NBA)—There are 370,000 soldiers, 


sailors, airmen and Marines in this war today and, because of 
it, a man gets to wondering whether he's worth very much in 
•;the whole thing. 


He is, of course.

He's priceless.

A division-sized unit here is proving it to one of its combat 


sergeants at this very moment. His safety and well-being are 
the outfit's continuing concern. Money to guarantee that 
safety is no object. Neither is time, involvement, equipment 
nor risk. 


Tragically, though, the sergeant knows nothing of the 


'. effort.

He has been captured by the enemy. 
The soldier, let's call him Smith, was one of a small patrol

guerrillas. Eight of the patrol were killed instantly. The 
sergeant apparently was not. 


United States troops who found the platoon's remains 


reasoned that Sergeant Smith was spared purposely and is 
this day still alive somewhere. 


"Most of the platoon were not dead from fighting," ex- 


plained one of the finders. "They were executed with bullets 
between the eyes." 


"So," added another, "we expect the sergeant was kept 


alive so that the VC can parade him through villages as 
propaganda fodder." 


Propaganda? 
"Yes. An example of Cong superiority." 
Superiority? 
"They'll parade him on a leash, like an animal." 
Rankled commanders began a search for the sergeant im- 


mediately. Near the platoon annihilation site, a U.S. boot 
mark was found among dozens of bare (native VC) footprints 
and the Yanks had their first clue. 


Farther out, a piece of the prisoner's personal papers plus 


an American first aid kit were found, and searchers con- 
sidered it evidence that Sergeant Smith was dropping bits to 
leave a trail. 


With this physical evidence as a direction indicator, the 


division's intelligence office put its complex information-gath- 
ering machinery into full and widespread operation. 


The Vietnamese secret service was notified. 


IN VIETNAM, a soldier will do a lot for his buddy. Some- 
times he'll even die for him. Sometimes he'll pay a ran- 
som for him. 


Shadowy undercover informers were alerted. 
Then, a reward was offered. 
Leaflets by the thousands were dropped on villages. They 


guaranteed the bearers of reliable information a sum of 
50,000 piastres ($500) for the s e r g e a n t ' s safe recovery. 
Smaller sums were offered for less decisive data on Smith s 
whereabouts and condition. 


One such leaflet was picked up by a 71-year-old villager 


and, risking VC wrath, he contacted American authorities to 
say that a GI (answering the sergeant's description) was being 
kept in a hootch near the man's home village. 


"Is he alive?" Americans asked. 
"Yes," the old man answered. 
"Is your story reliable?" 
"You may kill me if it isn't. 
A battalion-sized combat force (500 men in 90 helicopters) 


was sent to the location immediately and another battalion 
was held in reserve. But, unfortunately, neither Sergeant 
Smith nor the VC were found. However, evidence did bear 
out some of the old man's story. 


This failure, quite naturally, hit the division bitterly. 


"Damn it all," said one major, "I'd give anything to get the 
sergeant back." 


And, indeed, so would the division. Intelligence is already 


working on a larger reward . . . perhaps as much as 1 
million piastres. 


"With that amount," they say, "we might expect the 


sergeant's captors to be interested themselves. A VC guer- 
rilla makes less that a nickel a day in regular salary. So 
1 million piastres would certainly be tempting." 


Thus the search continues. Money. Armies of men. Moun- 


tains of material. The strength of a nation is behind the hunt 
for one combat GI.

n amazing controversy has 
developed In the operation 
of the North Little Rock Ur- 


Iban Renewal Agency, according 
I to a news report in the Arkansas 
f Gazette Jan. 2. 


The taxpayers want to know 


how much the agency is paying 
for the property it buys and the 
names of the persons it is buy- 
Ing from. But David P. Woods, 
the agency chairman, takes the 
position that he Isn't required by 
law to make these disclosures. 


The controversy began 
last 


May, the Gazette continues, when 
: Editor Robert S. McCord of the 


weekly North Little Rock Times, 
appeared before an agency board 
meeting and demanded names and 
cost figures. His demand was re- 
jected by Olen Thomas, agency 
director, and the director's ar- 
bitrary action now is upheld by 
Chairman Woods. 


I quote from the Gazette of 


Jan. 2: 


".Woods admitted that the 


transactions are public In- 
formation because the a- 
gency uses tax money to con- 
duct business but he said the 
secrecy helped keep prices 
down and helped avoid costly 
condemnation suits ... 


"However, Woods contin- 


ued, if there Is a law requir- 
ing the agency to disclose the 
land transactions the agency 
would comply. 'I'm not sure 
we have the legal right to 
withhold the information. If 
someone will show us that we 
are required to release It we 
will do so, ' he went on." 
This is an old dodge by pow- 


er-happy bureaucrats — pleading 
secrecy "In the public Interest" 
while handling public funds. But 
the foundation stone of this re- 
public is that the record of ex- 
penditures of public funds is and 
always shall be. public property.

whether these land purchases are 
honest and above-board or merely 
secret dealings to reward poli- 
tical campaign contributors? Ev- 
ery public officer-holder whether 
elective or appointive knows that 
he can't avoid citizens' suspicion 
unless his handling of public funds 
is freely and fully disclosed.

the FBI Reports 


Police Guard

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


FBI reported today its inves- 
tigations led to conviction last 
year of 450 persons accused of 
violating military draft laws — 
almost double the 262 convicted 
In 1965. 


The greatest number of con- 


victions In any previous year for 
which records were immediate- 
ly available was in 1954 when 
434 were found guilty. But this 
figure Is for a fiscal year — 
July through the following June 
— and the 450 figure Is for cal- 
endar 1966 — January through 
December. 


In the FBI's annual yearend 


report to the attorney general, 
Director 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover 


traced the Increase In the num- 
ber of draft law violations to the 
nation's larger military 
com- 


mitment. 


Other figures from the Justice 


Department 
showed 
that the 


number of draft law violations 
had remained relatively steady 
since 1962. In that year there 
were 234 convictions. In 1963 
there were 251 and in 1964 there 
were 227. 


An official said the big in- 


crease in 1966 was due partly to 
larger draft calls and partly to 
strengthening 
of 
draft 
laws. 


This Included a 1965 law that 
made destruction or mutiliation 
of a registration card a crime. 


The FBI did not have figures 


showing the number of inves- 
tigations it had made into al- 
leged draft law violations. A 
spokesman 
said hundreds of 


investigations were handled lo- 
cally by the FBI's 57 field of- 
fices and much of the material 
never 
reached 
the bureau's 


Washington headquarters. 


Hoover said the FBI, in inves- 


tigating Selective Service Act 
violations 
had 
".encountered 


virtually every type of draft 
dodging." 


Hoover devoted 6 of his state- 


ment's 19 pages to the Commu- 
nist party in this country. 


He dealt with last year's anti- 


war demonstrations in a section 
of the report titled "Communist 
Party, USA - 
Front Activi- 


ties." But he did not call the 
demonstrations 
Communist-in- 


spired. 


Hoover 
said "the moving 


forces behind these demonstra- 
tions are pacifist, student and 
ad hoc 'stop the war' groups. 


"The 
Communist party and 


other subversive groups and 
their members continued to ac- 
tively support and participate in 
the demonstrations throughout 
the country," he said. 


In a section titled "Commu- 


nist Influence in Racial 
Mat- 


ters," Hoover said the "civil 
rights 
movement 
during the 


past 
year 
has undergone a 


sharp division among its leaders 
as to objectives to be attained 
and, 
more 
specifically, 
the 


means by which these objec- 
tives would be reached. 


He said "several of the more 


militant 
Negro leaders have 


begun to espouse a line of black 
power. 
Some of these have 


openly advocated violence as a 
means of attaining their objec- 
tives." 


The report said Communists 


"recognized 
the opportunities 


Inherent in this situation and 
are always looking for political, 
social and economic inequities 
to propagandize and use as the 
basis for creating disorder in 
our society."

Gluing is an easy method 


o mend things. Success de- 
ends on proper preparation 
nd the right choice of glue, 
odern glues, especially the 


ftiew epoxies, make glue joints 
Amazingly durable. Even if 


Bu are using some other fas- 
ener, such as nails or screws, 
emember that glue will make 
e joint stronger. 
Regardless of the glue you 
se, you will find that the 
ules for preparation and ap- 
lication are pretty universal. 
£ • All Old glue (if it is old 
Vprk) must be removed from 
jffife surfaces to be joined. 
|j>crape and sand. 
£ • Surfaces must be clean. 
^Remove dirt, dust, grease, oil 
tj&r any foreign matter. 
i. • Wood surfaces should be 
{landed smooth. 
V Apply glue in thin coats. 


Successful gluing depends on 
proper preparation and the 
right choice of glue. 


Spread it over the entire sur- 
face. If the glue oozes out of 
the joint, wipe it clean im- 
mediately to avoid marring. 


Make certain that the parts 


of the j o i n t are properly 
aligned, then clamp or fasten 
in the position in which you 
wish them to dry. If you are 
applying a patch, round the 
corners. Square corners pull 
loose more easily. 


Know Your Glue 


Failure will result from im- 


proper preparation. It also 
will result from the wrong 
choice of glue and not follow- 
ing the 
manufacturer's in- 


structions. 


Mucilage 
and 
paste 
are 


used for paper and light fab- 
rics, lightweight, porous ma- 
terials. Animal and fish glues 
are still around, though rapid- 
ly being replaced by synthet- 
ic glues. These also are used 
for lightweight materials and 
for wood where there is no 
great stain and no moisture. 
Clamp tightly. 


Casein glues are used for 


wood, are strong and do not 
need t i g h t clamping. They 
tend to penetrate thin mate- 
rials such as veneers. 


The urea resin glues are 


moisture-resistant and strong 
and can be used on wood as 
well as most porous and semi- 
porous m a t e r i a l s . Clamp 
pieces and allow time for dry- 
ing. 


For outdoor use look for 


something specifically marked 
waterproof (waterproof resor- 
cinol glues). These need mix- 
ing and the glued o b j e c t 
should dry at room tempera- 
ture. 


Drawbacks Noted 


Ready-to-use, w h i t e poly- 


vinyl glues that dry clear are 
convenient, easy to use, and 
can be used on a wide variety 
of materials. There is one dis- 
advantage — they w i l l not 
withstand high heat or soak- 
ing. 


Cellulose cements are used 


for china and glass but can 
be used on wood or other por- 
ous materials as well. They 
have the same disadvantage 
as polyvinyl glues. 


Rubber cements are water- 


proof, can be used on both 
porous and nonporous surfaces 
and should be used where the 
joint will be bent or flexed. 


Epoxy resins are the mir- 


acle glues — strongest, resist- 
ant to water and heat and 
can be used on all sorts of

materials including u n l i k e 
materials. They require the 
most care in applying and are 
the most expensive. The glue 
is in two parts, a resin and 
ah activator. Separately they 
stick to nothing. Together 
they set and dry due to in- 
ternal heat. 


Epoxies come in two tubes. 


Squeeze out equal strips from 
each and mix until the color 
is uniform. Apply a thin coat 
to each surface and join. Mix 
in small amounts. It thickens 
in 30 minutes and sets in 
about four hours.
